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FOREIGN  NE'A'S  ON  APPLES 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  ;:4ARxCET 

Prices  paid  for  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  iVednesday,  Eeoruary 
5,  were  somewhat  higher  for  most  varieties  of  barreled  apples  than  last  week, 
according  to  a  caole  received  in  the  T^'oreign- Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  F.        Motz,   the  lopaftment  of  Agriculture's 
friit  specialist  in  Europe.     Barreled  apple  prices  compare  favorably  with 
t.iose  received  at  this  time  last  year  tout  boxed  apple  prices- are  consider- 
ably lower.     Albermarle  Pippins  f rom'Sirginia  were  in  brisk- demand  and  made 
substantial' increases  over  last  week's  or ices,  the  U.S.  No.l,  24  inch  size 
selling  for  over  a  dollar  a  barrel  more.     Apples  witn  good  color  and  brignt 
appearance  nave  been  snowing  a  marked  premium  over  ruling- prices . 

All  barrelea  apples  were  in  light-  supply  except  Yorks,  the  supply  of 
wnicn  was  moderate.     Tne  demand  for  YorKS  was  eood,  moderate  for  ■.•ii-.iesaps , 
Rome  ^^eaity  and  Greening  and  slow  ior  Dotn  Virginia  and  Maine  Ben  Davis. 
The  latter  variety  was  in  variable  condition-,  all  otxier  barreled  varieties 
■A/ere  in  good  condition  except  Jinesaps  which  were  only  fair.    Recent  sni  p- 
ments  have  arrived  'in  good  condition  but  showing      few  slacks.     Apples  pack- 
ed in  sriredded  oiled  paper    were  practically  free  from  scald. 

S-applies  of  Washington  I'inesaps  wv.re  greatly  in  excess  of  market  re- 
quirements and  a  large  volume  was  withheld  1  rom  the  auction.  Boxed  ai^ple 
sales  on  tne  auction  were  light.  T.:e  boxed  apples  oliered  at  tne  auction 
were  in  good  condition,  well  colored  and  ori^xit  in  appearance.  Varieties  of 
boxed  apples  otner  tnan  <inesaps.  '-vere  in  lignt  s-appl,v  and  met  with  fairly 
gooo  de-nand.  Supplies  of  pears  were  light  and  demand  active.  A'ashington 
winter  ilellis  made  $4.63  to  ^-^.87  per  box  as  compared  witn  $3.89  to  ■^4.38 
last  we'-k. 

Prices  paid  at  London  for  :\jnerican  fruit  were  still  below  Liverpool 
prices  for  some  varieties  and  grades,  U.S.  xjo.1,  ^4  ii'^cn  York  Imperials  sold 
at  35.60  to  .p6.08,  U.S.  L;o.3,  ^4  incu  around  $4. .3b,  U.S.  Commercial  2t  inch 
at  $5.11  to  ^5.oG  and  Unclassified  2$  incn  at  15.35  to  $5.84.  Boxed  apple 
supplies  were  in  good  condition  but  greatly  in  excess  of  demand,  resulting 
in  losing  prices  to  shippers.  The  prices  paid  were  aboat  the  sane  as  last 
w  e  ek . 

Deciduous  fruit  arrivals  from  South  A.frica  continue  heavy  witn 
233,000  boxes  expected  tiAs  'week  consisting  of  peacnes,  pl^oms  and  pears. 
Shipments  of  Spanish  oranges  are  declining  due  to  di scouragingly  low  prices. 
The  Empire  -/Marketing  Board  reports  tnat  prospects  are  excellent  for  a 
bumper  crop  of  apples  and  pears  in  A.istralia  and  iJew  Zealaiid  ar.d  exports 
are  expected  to  exceed  those  of  the  season  oefore  last.     The  -first  ship- 
ments will  be-in  about  tne  itiiddle  of  February  .
